THE PIRRS AND WHARYES 
COMPENSATION BILL. 

The Attorney Gencral moved the second 
reading of the Bill entitled An Ordinance 
to provide teans for ascertaining’ the 
arnounts to be paid by way of compensation 
in reapect ‘of the Wharves and Piers along 
tho line of the Pruyu Reclamation, to fix 
the periods for the puyment theteof dnd for 
other purposes in connvotion therewith. 
He repeated the explanation which he made 
on the first reuding as to the reasons for its 
introduction, In addition to the two 
valuors, the Director of Public Works and 
Mr Danby, it had been suggested that there 
should bean Umpire in whom tht pariics 
concerned should have confidence and whise 
decision if it should be required in any case 
would maku it unnecessary to resort to a 
Court of Law, He understood that there 
was a general wish that Chief Justice Field. 


ing Clarke should cuuseut to act as Umpire 
(applause) He understoad from the Chief 

ustice that if it was the unanimous wish 
he would undertake, gratuitously of course, 
the duty of umpire, He (the Attorney 
General) was quite eure thot everybody 
would be very glad that the Chief Justice 
agreed’ to take the position of Umpire 
(applause). Certain alterations in tho bill 
would be proposed in committee, nat inval- 
| ving any doparture from the principle of the 
bill, but to meet little diffloulties that had 
cropped up. It had been considered ueces- 
sary to provide for deduativas in respect of 
structural ‘depreciation, or, in other words, 
allowing. something ‘ia consideration of new 
piera for old; and it bad alao been deemed 
advienble to provide for cases in which 
diffoulties might arise as to ownership. It 
wag now proposed that within one muath 
from the publication of the table of com- 
pensation ie the Gazette there shall aleo bo 
published in the Guzelte « list of the reapes- 
tive peraviie to whom it is proposed to pay 
the respective sume mentioned fn (he table; 
aud if ia any particular instance any poreon 
hag any objection to puyrent belng made 
to the person or person named {a the liet, 
the objector may, within three months 
from. the date of publication. of ‘the list, 
send his objection Gn writing to the 
Quionial Seeretary, In any case so objected 
to where diffculty should ariso as to 
the person or peravus to whom payment 
should be made, the sans mentioned in the 
table would be paid inty the Supreme Court, 
aud whoever‘wished to claim’ tho money 
could apply to the Court in Summary Juris. 
diction and from the determiuction of the 
Court there would be no appeal. Tt appear. 


ed that some people were rather dissatiatied 
that only five wherves or piers were men- 
tioned in respeot of which the Government 
-was to recvive compensation, He would tell 
them oxactly why it was that he recom- 
mended the adoption of that course. Those 
who were here at the time the “Praya 
Reclamution Ordinanve was paseed 
would reolleat that there was a 
great deal of prelimioary correspondence on 
the subject, On the 19th February 1880, 
Dr Stewart, who was then Colonial Seore- 
tary, wrote a letier to Mr Chater, who at
